Abortion  decision  ... 


Justice  Department  appeal  is  commendable 


Perhaps  in  these  days  of  govem- 
mant  by  bureaucracy  it  is  difBcult  to 
agree  with  the  government  in  many 
instances,  but  the  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment’s  decision  to  appeal  a  federal  dis¬ 
trict  court  ruling  on  abortion  seems 
wise. 

The  district  court’s  niliag  struck 
down  legislation  denying  abortioo 
tands  to  many  poor  women.  In  other 
words,  the  district  ooBrt  paved  the  way 
for  poor  women  to  obtain  abortion 
fundL  This  is  the  decision  that  the  Jus- 
ttce  Department  appealed 

The  trial  lasted  for  IS  months. 

If  we  must  start  with  the.premte 
that  every  woman  is  due  an  abortian 
whenever  she  wants  one,  then  the  rul¬ 
ing  would  be  understandable.  Poor 
women  would  be  due  such  considera¬ 
tion  as  much  at  those  who  could  pay 
easily .  But  to  accept  such  a  premise  is 
to  miss  the  point. plain  and  simple 

In  Israel  .  .  . 


fact  is  lhat  we  cannot  accept  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  becoming  pregnanL  re- 
ganleas  of  the  circumstances,  is  to  be 
considered  acceptable.  Pregnancy  as 
the  result  of  rape  or  kicest  or  when  it 
threatens  the  woman's  life  is  one  _ 
thing.  For  an  unniarried  woman  to  ol^ 
tain  an  abortion  just  because  she  is 
pregnant  is  another.  And  for  that  abor¬ 
tion  to  be  funded  at  tax-payers'  ex¬ 
pense  is  quite  uncalled  for. 

The  Judge  who  made  the  decision 
said  that  there  are  such  widely  held 
views  that  it  exdudes  “any  iegi^tive 
interventioo  except  that  witeb  pro¬ 
tects  each  individuals’ freedom  of  con¬ 
scientious  dedaion. . . 

That  seems  to  say  that  each  indi¬ 
vidual  is  free  to  form  his  moral 
framework  as  be  or  she  sees  lit  and  thr 
government  wiD  pay  for  the  consequ¬ 
ences,  reganflam  of  what  they  may  te. 
Siich  a  potion  doesn’t  lako  Into  ac¬ 


count,  however,  that  great  host  of 
people  whoad  moral  framework  is  of¬ 
fended  by  such  unprincipled  activity 
aad  who  would  resent  havM  to  Mp 
pay  for  the  effects  of  such  behavior. 

To  say  that  to  deny  poor  women  the 
acoem  to  abortion  fimds  would  violate 
their  free  exerdae  of  consdenoe  said 
religioo  is  an  unacceptable  argument. 
My  consciehce  and  my  religion  compel 
me  to  stand  against  the  behavior  that 
would  cause  an  unmarried  woman  te4 
become  pregnant,  be  she  poor  or  rich 
Therefore  I  would  feel  that  my  re^- 
ous  convictions  had  been  yMtatedul 
should  have  to  help  pay  for  an  abortloa 
that  arose  from  such  a  sMuatian. 

Some  of  the  witneases  arguing  the 
case  Bi  favof^of  the  abortion  funds  de¬ 
clared  that  to  deny  , the  funds  would 
anoount  to  an  estabUahment  of  rdig- 
ion.  To  say  that  such  a  concept  is  far¬ 
fetched  is  putting  it  ndldly  kodeed.  It 


could  more  rightly  be  declared  to  be 
preposterous. 

How  a  situatian  resulting  from  im¬ 
moral  behavior  can  be  the  reason  lor 
the  failiwe  to  establiah  a  religion  is  cer¬ 
tainly  beyond  my  comprehensian.  The 
Justice  Department  is  to  be  applauded 
for  its  app^  of  the  decision. 

Jesus  didn’t  tell  the  woman  caught 
fa  adultery  to  goon  livtaig  as  she  had 
been;  and  If  sk  got  Into  trouUe  be¬ 
cause  of  It,  the  others  standing  around 
would  pay  for  her  ptobWms.  His  ad- 
monltioo  to  her  was  to  sin  no  more. 

If  the  crowd’s  refusal  to  pay  for  the 
results  of  her  life  of  Bn,  h^  she  con- 
tunted  in  It,  would  have  amounted  to 
the  establishment  of  a  religiah,  dten  I 
vrould  have  to  agree  with  the  oaurt. 
Then  or  now.  however,  I  cannot  see 
placing  that  sort  of  a  stamp  of 
proval  on  an  act  considered  Immoral 
in  religious  circles  and  at  least  ques¬ 
tioned  by  society  hi  general.— DTM

“Prices  seem  extremely  high  In 
Switzerland  for  those  depending  on 
dollars,  but  for  those  dealing  in  Swiss 
francs,  not  so  bad,”  says  Hughey.
